Shields, has been done an injustice 
by the report emanating from the 
hoard of supervisor's, room relatives 
to expenditures for the paupers dur- 
ing the last quarter, Mr, Monahan 
says that in the total Shields town- 
ship sp< lit but 51500 for the quarter, 
as compared with 59,0'J0 or more 
which Waukegan township spent 
during the same period. In the total 
the appropriation of 510,000 was ex- 
hausted during the past quarter in 
caring for the paupers of the county 
and according to Mr. Monahan, or 
that sum, $11,000 was credited to the 
North Shore town the inference be- 
ing that most of it was spent in 
Shields township. This he explained 
was not the case as in the total only 
$1500 was used in caring for the 
paupers of his township. 



Town Clerk George Beck has un- 
earthed some mighty interesting his- 
torical papers concerning the early 
history of tho town of Burlington in 
his task of moving the records of tho 
town from the vault in the city hall, 
where they have been stored since 
the building was erected, to the vault 
in tho new town hall on Washington 
street. Among the records are many 
valuable papers giving oillcial action 
on roads, ditches, section lines, deeds 
etc. Those of practical use will of 
course, he preserved, while many of 
no value aside from Interest will be 
destroyed. P. Schaefer of Madison, 
representing tho State Historical so- 
ciety, was here Friday and wont over 
the material, took a number of pap- 
ers of historical value with him with 
the idea of writing a history or the 
town from them.

Taxes for tho entire township levied 
that year amounted to S20S.02, and 
there remained in tho treasury a bal- 
ance of §25.42. That meeting voted 
to raise ?150 for school purposes and 
$25 for the poor.

Train No. 100. the fast milk train 
of the Janesvllle division of the St. 
Paul railroad, was wrecked near the 
Long Lake station in Lake count:/. 
Monday night at 5:12 o'clock. Twelve 
freight cars, eleven of them loaded 
with milk Tor the Chicago market 
and the twelfth loaded with cattle, 
were derailed and demolished. One 
t:ow and a calf were killed. 

The cars, splintered into kindling 
wood, were scattered over the right 
of way. Heavy steel rails were torn 
up for a distance of several hundred 
feet, being twisted into all sorts of 
fantastic shapes. The roadbed was 
torn up to such an extent that traffic 
was halted ror more than 21 hours. 
Trains were halted at Ronduot and 
passengers were transferred to the 
north shore line. The St. Paul has 
but a single track at this point. 



SMALLPOX IS PUT ON ONE FARM 
THE COWS ON ANOTHER 

Investigation off tho smallpox run 
at the state line road, near Russell, 
Friday developed that one of the 
farms had" been shipping milk to Chi- 
cago and another to Waukegan. 

To moot the emergency Dr. H. C. 
Hdag, city health physlclnn, vaccin- 
ated 15 people In tho district, and 
placed all the cows on one farm and 
all the small pox cases on another. 
The plague cases are on tho J. J. 
Densmore farm, and the cattle at L. 
G. Bonnets.' 

A peculiar situation was met up 
with tho same afternoon. Dr. Iloag 
found a case at S0G Lenox avenue, 
where a woman was recovering from 
smallpox who had not been quaran- 
tined. Tho home was fumigated and 
released.

LOCAL PAPER WILL SAVE 

BUSINESS OF 8MALL TOWN 
A common remark nowadays Is 
that the big towns are swallowing tho 
little ones, that the automobiles and 
good roads are taking all the busi- 
ness to the big towns, that soon there 
will be nothing left of the Bmall town 
hut a dopot, a grain elevator, a post- 
ofilco, a garage and one or two little 
stores. 

Fred Anderson, founder of the An- 
derson Department Btoro In Gozad, 
Neb., has proven that this is not 
necessarily true. Cozad is a town of 
1300 population, located near two 
larger towns. Fred Anderson started" 
In business thero with a capital of 
$3,000,' $2,200 of It borrowed. That 
was in 1906. He started In a little 
framo building. Last year he did a 
business of $300,000 and his store 
now contains 3,700 square feet of 
space. 

Tho first ten years ho did little or 
no advertising and just dragged 
along. Then ho started advertising 
In the local paper. Ho has been at it 
every year and his business ha* 
grown steadily to its present propor- 
tions. Ho give all the credit to ad- 
vertising. Last year he spent 1%% 
of his income for advertising. He 
says he could afford to spend twice 
that much. 

He has a duplicating machine and 
doeB lots of dlrect-by-mail advertising 
and he improves any nnd every op- 
portunity for keeping his store before 
the public. But space in the local 
paper Is his chief reliance. He never 
uses less than a page and sometimes, 
several pages in the same Issue. He 
says he has bought the local paper 
many times but never got title to it. 
But he doesn't want title because it 
serves him so well as it Ib. 

The RoBenbaum store in Harvard, 
Neb., another 1,300 town is an exam- 
ple of what can be done by giving the 
public what It wants and doing 
enough advertising to make the 
facts known. Harvard is within easy 
driving distance of four or Ave larger 
towns, one of 60,000, one or two of 
12,000 or more and others much larg- 
or than It Is, but this store draws 
trade for 50 milos or more. 

Theso stores have proved that It Is 
just as easy to follow the good roads 
in a Ford to a small town as a large 
one, provided tho small town goes af- 
ter the business. Mr. Anderson soya 
that what they have done anyone can 
do by following the same methods. 
Ho says a merchant Is Justified in 
spending as high as 6 per cent of his 
Income for advertising while he is 
starting. But no small town will ever 
got any plnco by bemoaning the fact 
that all of the business is going to tho 
big townB and then doing nothing to 
prevent it. And no country town edi- 
tor will help tho situation nny by 
printing editorials and news items en- 
couraging such a belief.— Publisher's 
Auxiliary.

1924 Saves 25 Percent This Year

Work on the administration of the 
revenue act of 1924 was begun im- 
mediately upon the passage of the 
new act. New regulations relating to 
the Income, estate, excise, special, 
stamp and other taxes provided for:

at the earliest practicable moment. 

Of immediate interest to tax pay- 
ers is the provision for a 25 per cent 
reduction on the income tax of In- 
dividuals for the year 1923. This 25 
per cent reduction is not applicable 
to corporations. Many individual 
taxpayers, anticipating the reduction, 
paid at the time of filing their returns 
on or before March 15, 1924, only 
three-fourths of the amount reported 
on their returns. These taxpayers 
have nothing further to pay this year, 
unless additional tax is disclosed in 
the audit of their returns. 

If one-fourth of the tax was paid on 
or before March 15, payment of one- 
half of a similar amount satisfied the 
June 15 requirement. The tax re- 
maining unpaid after June 15, may be 
paid in equal installments on or be- 
fore September 15 and December 15, 
respectively. 

Taxpayers paying on the install- 
ment plan, desiring, now that the 25 
per cent reduction is an accomplish- 
ed fact, to pay the remainder of the 
tax in full, may of course do bo, the 
advantage being to the Government 
as well as themselves in the elimina- 
tion of book-keeping. 

Taxpayers who paid In full the 
amount of tax shown on their returns 



amount to more than half a month, 
In which case it is considered a full 
month. These figures are based on 
the assumption that the return is 
made on the calendar year basis, as 
most are. 

The normal tax rates are 2 per 
cent on the first $4,000 of net income 
in excess of the personal exemption 
and the credits for dependents, etc., 

4 per cent on the next $4,000 and G 
per cent of the balance. The surtax 
rates range from 1 per cent on net 
incomes between $10,000 and §14,000 
to 40 per cent on net Income in ex- 
cess of §500,000. Under the 1921 act 
the normal tax rates were 4 per cent 
on the first $4,000 of net income 
above the exemptions and credits and 

5 per cent on the remainder of net 
income, while the surtax rates rang- 
ed from 1 per cent on the amount of 
net Income between $G,000 and $10,- 
000 to 50 per cent of the amount by 
which the net income exceeded $200,- 
000. . 

The revenue act of 1924 contains a 
special provision for reduced taxes 
on "earned income/ which did not ap- 
pear in previous laws. All net in- 
come up to $5,000 is deemed to be 
earned income.

net Income for 1924 was $1,000 or 
more or whose gross income was $5,- 
000 or more and of every married per- 
son whose net Income was $2,500 or 
more or whose gross income was $5,- 
000 or more. Under the 1921 act re- 
turns were required of married per- 
sons whose net income was $2,000 or 
more. The 1924 act provides that if 
a married couple has an aggregate 
net income of $2,500 or an aggregate 
gross income of $5,000, each shall 
make a return, or the Income of each 
shall Be included In a single Joint re- 
turn, in which case the tax shall be 
computed on the aggregate net In- 
come. Married persons not living to- 
gether, such n8 divorcees or persons 
seperated by mutual consent, are 
classed as single persons, as are 
widows and widowers. 

There is no change in tho exemp- 
tion for single persons, which Is 
$1,000. Married persons, living to- 
gether, and heads of families are al- 
lowed an exemption of $2,5Q0, regard- 
less of the am*ount of net Income. 
Under the 1921 act tho exemption for 
persons and heads of families was 
$2,000 If the net income was $5,000 or 
less and $2,000 if the net Income ex- 
ceeded $5,000. No change Is made in 
the provision allowing a taxpayer, in 
additional to his personal exemption, 
a credit of $400 for each dependent if 
such dependent !b under 18 years of 
age ox incapable of self support' be- 
cause mentally or physlcaljy^ defec- 
tive. This 1400 credit (8 not alloyed 
for the husband of wife of' a taxpay- 
er, though one may be totally depend- 
ent upon the other. 

Formerly, a taxpayer's status on 
the last day of the taxable year deter- 
mined tho amount of his exemptions, 
if, the return having been made on a 
calendar year basis, he was married 
on December he was allowed the ex- 
emption granted a married person for 
the full year ($2,000 or $2,500, accord^ 
ing to the amount of net Income), 
though the ceremony may have been 
performed on that day. A person 
who became a widow or widower 
during the year and waa not remar- 
ried on December 31 was allowed 
only a $1,000 exemption granted a 
single person. If during the year the 
head of a family ceased the support 
in his homo of relatives, he was en- 
titled only to the $1,000 exemption. 

Under the revenue act of 1924, the 
status of the taxpayer is determined 
by apportionment In accordance with 
the number of months the taxpayer 
was single, married, or the head of a 
family. For example, a taxpayer 
who marries on July 1, 1924, will be 
entitled to an exemption of $1,750.

From his net income of $5,000 he Is 
allowed a personal exemption of 
$1,000; the tax of 2 per cent on the 
$4,000 of taxable income is $80, one- 
fourth of which, or $20, may be de- 
ducted. 

In no case is the earned net Income 
considered to be In excess of $10,000. 
A taxpayer, who receives a salary of 
$20,000, for example, can claim only 
$10,000 as "earned net Income." 

In the case of a married man with 
no dependents whose earned net in- 
come is $7,000, other Income of 
$1,500, a total of $8,500, the tax, with 
out tho benefit of the 25 per cent re- 
duction would amount to ^160— 8,500 
less a personal exemption of $2,500 
equalling $6,000 on which the tax on 
the first $4,000 at 2 per cent amounts 
to $80, and on the next $2,000 at 4 
per cent, to $80. On the earned net 
Income the tax amounts to $100 — 
$7,000 less the exemption of $2,500 
equalling $4,500 on which the tax on 
the first $4,000 at 2 per cent amounts 
to $80 and on the remaining $500 at 
4 per cent, to $20. One fourth of the 
tax on earned net income, or $25, can 
be deducted from $160, leaving $135 
as the total tax payable. 

On a net income of $12,000 derived 
by a taxpayer, unmarried and with 
no dependents, entirely from 'secur- 
ities, the tax, considering tie "'first 
$5,000 to be earned, amounts to $420. 
Computed without the benefit of the 
deduction, It would amount to $440. 

Earned income is defined as "vagee 
salaries, professional fees, and other 
compensation for personal services 
actually rendered, but does not in- 
clude that part of the compensation 
derived by the taxpayer for personal 
services rendered by him to a corpor- 
ation which represents a distribution 
of earnings or profits rather than a 
reasonable allowance as compensa- 
tion for personal serviccB actually 
rendered. In the case of a taxpayer 
engaged In a trade of business in 
which both personal services and cap- 
ital are material Income producing 
factors, reasonable allowance as com- 
pensation for personal services act- 
ually rendered by the taxpayer, not 
in excess of 20 per centum of hiB 
share of the net profits of such trade 
or business, shall be considered as 
earned Income, provided, that this al- 
lowance does not exceed $10,000." It 
Is provided also that In no case shall 
the 25 per cent credit on earned in- 
come exceed 25 per cent of the tax 
computed In the ordinary manner. 
The limitation Is applicable in cases 
where there Is a loss, and tho earned

Criminal activities against banks 
have reached unprecedented propor- 
tions In recent months, according to 
a report made to the American Bank- 
ers Association by its Protective 
Committee, which directs the work of 
the Association aimed to combat crim- 
inal operations against banks. 

"Sharp increases in crime perpe- 
trated against banks doflnltely prove 
that Instead of being broken the 
crime wave has risen to heights here- 
tofore unknown to the banking fra- 
ternity,'* the report said. "Strangers 
continue to trick or otherwise in- 
veigle unsuspecting banks Into mak- 
ing generous contributions to their 
cause — a terrific toll which defies the 
imagination. Bank burglars and hold- 
up men hare apparently redoubled 
their activities during the last six 
months. The number of criminals 
plying their trade in this field has 
grown to such proportions that there 
is now a fair sized army comprising 
this more desperate type of criminal, 
specializing against banks." 

"Don't cash checks for strangers," 
is the warning emphasized by the 
Committee In view of the situation. 
It adds: 

"We are gratified to report favora 
ble results In a good proportion ol 
cases Investigated, which are due tc 
the nation-wide activities of our de- 
tective agents through their staff of 
specialists In bank crimes. In Mon- 
tana two fearless, well organized 
bands of professional yeggmen attack- 
ed more than a score of banks with 
such reckless abandon that the situa- 
tion seemed beyond control. Realiz- 
ing that conditions demanded prompt 
and drastic treatment, a trained crew 
of operatives were delegated to con- 
duct a special investigation through- 
out the state. Nineteen men and two 
women were arrested. Of these four 
already are serving sentences, three 
are on trial, four are awaiting trial 
and the rest were freed for lack of 
evidence. 

"A similar round-up was carried out 
in Oklahoma. Conditions in other 
states similarly bad were investi- 
gated and with the co-operation of lo- 
cal, state and federal authorities and 
the co-ordinated activities of mem- 
bers the percentage of arrests and 
convictions has materially increased." 

The report pointed out that figures 
covering bank burglaries over a pe- 
riod of thirty years showed that 1.G09 
banks, members of the Association 
and entitled to It* protective services, 
have been attacked, suffering losses 
aggregating $1,196,000, while non- 
members to the number of 2.357 were 
burglarized and suffered $4,250,000 in 
losses. The point was also brought 
out that there are only half as many 
non-members as members, so that 
these losses among them represent an 
excessively high rate as compared 
with members.

THREE ADDITIONAL PRECINCTS 
ARE CREATED IN COUNTY 

The county board on Tuesday af- 
ternoon took action which creates 
additional precincts in the county, 
which makes a total of 53.

ELEVATED LINE WILL BE 

EXTENDED TO WAUKEGAN 

The electric lino extension now un- 
der way in Evanston will be run thru 
to Waukegan instead of terminating 
at Dempster street, Nlles Center, as 
originally planned, it was revealed 
Monday by Chairman Samuel Instill 
of the Chicago Rapid Transit Co. 

The elevated trains will be operat- 
ed only as far as Dempster street, 
but the Chicago, North Shore and 
Milwaukee trains will continue on. 

The roadway between Dempster 
street and the present elevated struc- 
ture near Howard avenue will be 
owned jointly by the Rapid Transit 
and the North Shore companies. 
Most of the right of way north of 
Dompster has been acquired, the an- 
nouncement said. The project also 
Involved acquiring by the North 
Shore of the Chicago, North Shore & 
Northern lino. This proposal Is to bo 
voted on August 19, by the stockhold- 
ers of the former company. 

The project is expected to be com- 
pleted early next year and, the an- 
nouncement said, will open up and 
develop a rapidly growing new terri- 
tory. 

Following the merger, the Chicago, 
North Shore and Milwaukee will 
have 14,000,000 of first mortgage 
bonds outstanding, It being planned 
to buy In the additional $00,000 now 
outstanding. The authorized bond Is- 
suo la 10,000,000. Then It Is propos- 
ed to Issue $5,500,000 bonds which 
will bo pledged as additional secur- 
ity for an issue of first and refunding 
mortgage bonds, which will be pledg- 
ed as additional security for an issue 
of Drat and refunding bonds, which 
will bo Bold. 

That part of tho lino between the 
Howard street elevated station, Nlles 
City and Dempster street, Evanston 
will bo used jointly with tho Chicago 
Rapid Transit company, which oper- 
ates tho elevated lines.
